There was a considerable decrease in violent crime, but the ae 
total number of criminal cases reportegaayas almost the same as inthe previous 7s 
year. The rainfall was abundant, and crops generally were good. The States _ 
however suffered severely {rom rinderpest amongst the cattle. Trade with ~~ 
Burma prospered, and the expenditure on public works increased. A second > 
Deputy Inspector of Schools was appointed during the year. The financial 
positicn of the States generally shows substantial improvement. In Karennithe = 
year was uneventful and prosperous aid the States were satisfactorily administered. a 
The Sawbwa of Kantarawaddi was formally installed in the early part of the year. 
The rice crop was below normal, but other crops were good. The timber trade 
was good and other trade improved. There were no serious epidemics The 
expenditure on public works in all the Karenni States was satisfactory, and the 
financial position of the States was sound. The frontier of the Northern Shan 
States for the most part remained quiet during the year, and the States were not 
involved in trans-frontier troubles. The first frontier meeting between British and 
Chinese officials since the inauguration of the Chinese Republic was held in 
January, and relations were most cordial. The number of criminal offenees 
reported inthe Northern Shan States increased, but there does not appear to have 
been any great increase in serious crime. The rains were badiy distributed and 
the crops were somewhat below normal. Cattle disease caused serious losses in 
the different States. Good progress was made in road-making and bridging. 
The forest revenue increased. The States were fairly free from epidemic diseases. 
The financial position of the States was generally satisfactory. In the State of

17. Although the total number of prisoners confined in all the jails of the Preaa 
Province was slightly less at the end than at the beginning of the year, the daily | 
average for the year was the highest on record, and overcrowding continued. 8 
There was only a slight increase of accommodation. during the year, but since the = 
close of the year some relicf has been given, and further extensions are now in 

progress. There was a slight rise in the number of juvenile prisoners admitted 

into jail, and in the percentage of reconvicted prisoners. There was a marked 

decrease in the offences against jail discipline, indicating real improvement in the 

prisoners’ general conduct. The net cost of maintenance per head showed a slight 

Cecrease. The death-rate was considerably lower than in 1912, but compared 
unfavourably with the figures for the two previous years. Inthe Meiktila jail the 

conduct of juvenile prisoners was good, and the educational results were satisfac- 

tory. Elsewhere the manual training scheine for juveniles appears to have been —

Burma from foreign countries declined. Improvements nade by the Brnish 
India Steam Navigation Company in the means of communication,to small ports 
onthe Tenasserim Coast. resulted in a large decline in the number of sailing 
vessels enpaged in the coasting trade. The number of steamers engaged in this 
trade, however, increased, and the tonnage of all vessels so engaged was greater 
than in the previous year by over 220,000 tons. Of the total tonnage in the 
combined foreign and coasting trade, vessels entering Rangoon accounted .for 
over twoethirds, Of the vessels that entered ports in Burma from foreign countries 
63°04 per cent. were British and 40°27 per cent. British Indian. The nsuiuber 
of Japanese vessels declined, but still exceeded those of any other foreign country.

thing to be dested. Most Districts i in the dry zone suffered froma shortage inthe — 
early rains, but enjoyed improved conditions later. In the wet zone of the Man 
dalay Division the rains were timely and well distributed. The total occupied area 
in the Province increased largely, and the area on which crops matuced still more 
largely. Floods caused comparatively little damage, and the area on whieh crops 
were destroyed was even smaller than in the previous year. The areas under rice 
and cotton increased considerably, and hoth sesamum and groundnuts showed a 
further expansion. Increases'were recorded in most of the other important crops. 
The failure of tank irrigation caused a sliyht decrease in the irrigated area. — 


29. According to the final estimates the Provincial rice outturn decreased hy 
8 percent. of normal. This decrease was, however, largely set off by an expansion 
inthe area under rice, and the exportable surplus was about the same as in 
the previous year. The foreign demand for rice was not so strong, but prices 
though declining somewhat remained high.

‘The Provincial Agricultural and Co- 
operative Conference was largely attended by delegates of societies, and District 
Co-operative Conferences were instituted. — Fifty-four societies were allowed to 
borrow from the Upper Burma Central Co-operative Bank on cash credit. Central 
unions for mutual guarantee and inspections are growing in number, and are 
reported to be becoming more efficient The expansion of the Upper Burma 
Rank was checked in te first half of the year, but deposits came in so freely later 
_ that it was fouad possible to reduce the rate of interest. The Pakdkku Bank ts 

now reported to be an efficient and well-managed concern. Urban Credit Societies 
failed to make much progress, but the silk-weaving societies of Amarapura 
continued to prosper, and some of the societies of salarv-eamers had a successful 
year. Co-operative sale societies dealt chiefly with paddy, groundnuts and peas, — 
The formation of new cattle insurance societies has been checked and the 
proposed central re-insurance society postponed, pending the result of an 
application for a Government guarantee. A pony-breeding society was formed 
towards the close of the year. | 

















32. The Agri-Horticultural Society of Burma in Rangoon increased its Horttsl- 
membership during the year, and generally improved its financial position. The ~~ 
annual exhibition of the Society was not so successful as in some previous yeara. 

The Tenasseriin Ayri-Horticultural Society published no report of the year’s 
work, and was unablic to hold its usual flower-show. 


33. The total area covered by reserved forests in the Province at the end of Fosesa 
the year amounted to 27,332 square miles. The area of unclassed forests was 
estimated at 116,118 square miles, but no information is available to show what 
portion of this area is stocked wit!; valuable timber-producing species. Three 
hundred and thirty-three squarz miles of new forests were finally settled during 
the year, [Final orcers were passed by the Chief Conservator m connection with 
working-plans over 1,581 square miles. Offences agamst forest rules again 
incteased, a result attributed in several Divisions to the exhau-tion cf supplies 
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and Co-operative Conference'was held at Mandalay in August, and. ens 
attended by visitors, both official and non-official.

Elementary education for boys and education 
for girls derived spccial benefit from the Rs. 4} lakhs expended out of the 
non-recurring grants. The attendance in primary institutions shows a considerable 
rise during the year, and it is hoped that the decline in elementary education which 
began in 8909-10 has been arrested.

The total revenue of the Northern Shan States was Rs. 12°43 lakhs 
and the expenditure Rs. 11°20 lakhs as compared with Rs. 12°23 lakhs and 
Rs. 12°19 lakhs respectively in the previous year. For the first time for some 
years the income of the Siate of Hsipaw exceeded the expenditure ; the income 
amounted to Rs. 5'8:1 lakhs, and the expenditure to Rs. 5°32 lakhs. and the year 
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closed with a balance of Rs. 1°52 lakh. Reliable are again not available 
for the State of Manglin. The financial position of South Hsenwi is improving, 
and the outlook for the State is distinctly. promising. The States of Tawngpeng 


and North Hsenwi both closed the year with satisfactory balances. 
7. There is little to note in the history of the State of Mang Mit. The people 


are prosperous, the finances are sound, and there is little or no serious crime. 
The Chief continues to take a keen interest in the affairs of the State. The 
revenue of the State amounted to Rs. 1°68 lakh, and the expenditure to Rs. 1°86 
lakh, but there was a closing balance of Ks.

The cultivation of wheat was resuned by the Chins, 
but climatic conditions were against 2 good crop. An experimental sugarcane 
plantation has been started in the Falam Subdivision, The spread of leprosy still 
continues. It has not yet been found feasible to open the proposed leper asylum 
at Falam, but the project lias not been abandoned. There has been @n increase 
by nearly 50 per cent. in the numb r of patients treated in the Civil hospitals, 
and by over 50 per cent. in the number of persons vaccinated. Education is 
progressing satisfactorily. Two cases in which villagers refused to pay certain 
tribal dues were effectually dealt with, but, with increased intercourse with the 
plains, and the spread of wealth and civilization, there are siytis of a gradual weak- 
ening of the old respect for the tribal authority of the Chiefs.

Drink 
was the cause of alarge proportion of the murders. In one case four tran» 
border Kachins unfortunately succeeded in escaping across the border after 
murderi:x a woman and her twochildren. The total number of criminal cases of all 
kinds instituted during the year inthe Myitkyina Hills rose from 109 to 127. 
Thirty-two cases were pending at the end of the year, including #8 cases of former 
years in the majority of which the accused persons have fled across the border 
and cannot betraced. In Bhamo 87 cases wete instituted as compared with 83 in 
1912-13, and 7 were left pending. The number of cattle theft cases in Bhamo 
rcinaimned stationary. In the Katha Disirict 15 cases were instituted of which3 | 
were under the Indian Penal Code, as compared with 13 aud 4 in the previous 
rear. Three villages were fined under section 13 of the Kachin Hill Tribes 
RRegulatisn in the Myitkyina I)istrict, and the same number in the Sinlumkaba

7°75 lakhs was considerably smaller than 
the Rs. 20°69 lakhs recorded for the previous year. But although suffering in 
some respects by a comparison with last year’s abnorinal concitions, the year was 
again marked by a combination of favourable agricultural conditions. Except in 
the That6n and Amherst Districts Lower Burma practically escaped damage by 
floods, and cultivation was generally extended. In Upper Burma, although the 
season was not quite so excellent onthe wholeas tn 1922-13, it was still distinctly 
above the average in most of the important revenue-producing Districts. For 
the s@cond year in succession the Hanthawaddy and Insein  Dhstricts 
enjoyed immunity from serious floods, which had almost come to be regarded 
from the experience of the previous few years as an inevitable annual infitction. 
In the latter District the introiuction of revised settlement rates and extensions 
of cultivation caused the cemandto nse by over Rs. 3 lakhs. Pegu, Tharrawaddy 
and Toungoo also enjoyed successful seasons, but disastrous floods in the Pa-an 
Township caused a fall of 34,592 acres in the assessed area and of a corresponding 
amount in the demand for the Thatén District. The agricultural conditions in 


‘the five Delta Districts were again generally favourable, and the total demand for 


the Division rose hy Rs. 2°22 lakhs. The largest increases were in Pyapdn and 
Myaungmya. All the Arakan Coast Districts report increases of assessed area and 
of demahd. due mainly to extensions of cultivation and the assessment of grants 
on which the es s of exemption had expired. The three Districts together show 
an increase of Rs. 47,246 indemand Onthe Tenasserim scaboard the relinquish- 
ment of land in the Kawkareik Subdivision on account of severe floods largely 
counterbalanced an increase of assessed area elsewhere in the Amherst District.

The total amount of land revenue remitted was s larger than in the tas tam, 
previous yeit—-Rs, 2°05 lakhs compared with Rs. 1°81 . The Districts a 
chietly responsible for the increase were Amherst, Thatén, and Ma-ubin. The 
caniage done to crops by the serious floods already referred to was responsible for 
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remissions amounting to Rs. 54.933 in Amherst and Thatén, and heavy remissions c= 
had to be made on account of the damage done by rats in the Pantanaw 
Township of the Ma-ubin District. In Upper Burma the principal amounts eee 
remitted were Rs. 7,307 in Minbu on account of the depredations of rats, Ag 
Rs. 6,647 in Mandalay, partly on account of floods and partly on account of sue

damage done by hail. The total collections of land revenue amounted. to 
Rs 27730 lakhs, and exceeded those of the previous year by about Rs. 74 lakhs.

Legislative Authority 


The history andconstitution of the Leyisiative Authority of the Province 
are descnbed in paragraphs 103 to 106 of the Report on the Administration of 
Burma for the year tgts-12. 


Course of Legislation. 


27. The Burma Land and Revenue Amendment Bill, referred to in the 
Report of the preceuing year, passed into law as Burma Act No. | of 1913 
during the Legislative year which ended on the 31st March tg14. Three Bills 
were also introduced into Council during this year, vrs., the Burma: Village 
Amendment Bill, 1914, the Burma Outports Bill, 1914, and the Burma Canal 
Amendment Bill, 19:4, but these Bills did not become law till after the close of 
the year of report. 


_ The Burma Land and Revenue Amendment Act (Burma Act I of 1913) is 
mauily a measure of decentralization, Under the law as it stood before the 
enacting of this measure al! rules under the (Lower) Burma Land and Revenue 
Act, 1876, and certain of the rules under the Upper Burma Land and Revenue 
Regulation, 1889, made b So Local Government, required the previous Sanctihn 
of the Government of India before they could come into force.

Al! these Acts, w.th the solitary exception of Act VIII, came nto force durmg 
the year of report. Of the General Acts which were passed before the 
commencement of this year, Act V of 1913 (the White Phosphorus Matches 
Prohibition Act). with the exception of section 6, came into force on the ist July 
1913, and Acts Jl, iil, and VII of 1913 (the Official Trustees Act, the Admmg- 
trator-General’s Act and the Indian Companies Act) came into force on the 
ist April 1914. 


29. Only one Regulation affecting Burma, namely, the Upper Barma ae 





Registration Amendment Regulation (IV of 1913), was enacted durmg the year. 
Bynt the Uppcr Burma Regulation, 13897, was cepealed to make way for the 
Indian Registration Act and the usual saving provisions as regards previous 
registration were made by sections 2 and 3. 


30. Certain sections of the Burma Fisheries Act, 1905 (with modifications), Sireoned 
were extended to the State of Mong Mit. The Cattle Trespass Act, 1891, thd 
Opium Act, 1878 (with modifications), with the exception of certain sections, the 
Indian Arms Act, 1878, the Excise Act, 1895, the Burma Gambling Act, 2899. 
and sections 22 atid 26 und Chapter IV of the Upper Burma Land and Revenue 
Regulation, 1889 (with modifications), were extended to the notified area of 
Kalaw in the State of Hsaa Mong Hkam.

the total number of deaths from contagious diseases being 20,41! as against 
24.656 i 1922-13. In Lower Bursa deaths fell from 17,149 to 14,397. The 
decline was most marked in rinderpest from which disease only 9,410 cattle died 
as compared with 14,014 in the previous year. More than half of these deaths 
occurred in the Amherst and Mergui Districts of the Tenzsserim Division. There 
was a somewhat serious outbreak of anthrax in the Kyaukpyu District, but otherwise 
this disease appeared only in sporadic form. Rinderpest accounted for 1,588 
deaths in the Katha I‘strict. but for the whole of Upper Burma the deaths from 
this cause fell from 6,401 to 3.638. Foot-and-ineuth disease accounted for 860 
deaths in the Sayainy District. Otherwise there was no serious mortality cilher 
from this disease or from anthrax. The Shan States again suffered from out- 
breaks of rinderpest. Exact statistics are not available, but the outbreaks 
appeared over a wide area and Kengliin in the Southern Shan States ts 
reported ta have lost 8:7 head of cattle. and Hsipaw in the Northern Shan 
Statesover:.000.

‘The character of the seasons in 191 3-14 was not so favourable to 
as in the previous year which was somewhat phenomenal. In Lower Burma and 
the wet zone generally the rainfall was sufficient, but the distribution left some- 
thing to be desired, and late rains in November adversely affected the yield in 
many Districts. Flooding of the Siutang, and the Salween and its branches, 
caused some damage in the Amherst, That6én and Toungoo Districts. The 
Irrawaddy and the Chindwin on the other hand were unusually low, and the setag 
crops in the Prome and Tharrawaddy Districts were adversely affected thereby. 
Riverine and island tracts in Upper Burma suffered from the same cause. 
Most Districts in the crv zone suffered from a shortage in the early rains, but 
enjoyed improved conditions later. Ya crops were successful on the whole and 
had to be substituted in many cases for unirrigated paddy.

normal, and the expor:able surplus calculated to be 2,700,000 tons of cargo nee. 
These estimates were based on District reports before the crops were threshed. 
lt appeared later however that the heavy rain in November had adversely affected 
the prain. A revised forecast was then issued and the exportable surplus was 
estimated at 2,600,000 tons. In Lower Burma the percentage yield fell from 99 
IN 191213 to 887 in 1914-14, and for the whole Province there was a decres‘¢ of 
8 per cent. This decrease was sct off in part by an expansion of 1°25 per cent. in 
the area under tice, but the millers in Rangoon doubtless suffered froma shortage 
in supplies.

Wrovehideun work is at present 
confined to the making of pagoda Aéis and screens of metal work for religious 
buildings. and there is room for development in this industry. The plane 
centres of the brass-ware industry are in Upper Burma, but the industry has not 
reached a high stage of development. Although some artistic work 1s uamed 
out, Burmese pottery can scarcely at present be classed as an art industry. 
Speaking generally Burmese art, though by no means dead, is in much need of 
encouragement, and it is a matter for regret that no exhibitions of art handicrafts 
were held during the year outside Rangoon. <A welcome feature of the ycar is 
the offer made ~y the Rangoon Municipality of six scholarships to art workers’ 
apprentices resid. nt in Kaugoon. These scholarships are of course in additzun 
to those already given by the Local Government. 

The Annual Provincial Art Handicraft Exhibition was held at Rangoon in 
February tot4. There was a slight fallinp off in the number of exhibus, but 
out-stations were well represented. The quality of the exhibits was ally good, 
the iow relief silver work being of a specially high order of merit. Statuettes, both 
in silver and brong.. and niellu works, showed accurate and careful work. There 
is a lack of finish and cetails about most of the Burmese wood-carving, and the 
artists Need to study anatomy more closely. In ivary-carving witha good amen 
standard there were some exhibits uf outstanding merit, andthe exhibits of lacquer 
were up (0 the average. The classes for goldsmiths attracted little competition.
